Ban tobogganing on city property? 

Ain't gonna happen in Welland. 

“I'm 58 years old now and I've been 
tobogganing at Chippawa Park since I was 
three," Mayor Frank Campion said of the 
Rose City's most popular sledding spot 

"I love tobogganing." 

Some communities have recently tried 
to ban or limit tobogganing over safety con¬ 
cerns — and the bans making recent head¬ 
lines have been given icy receptions. 

Around Ontario, tobogganing has been 
banned at Orangeville's best-known hill on 
advice from the town's insurer for a number 
of years. But the issue really came to light 
in recent weeks when old no-tobogganing 
signs were replaced. 

Public outrage resulted in a weekend 
"sled-in" demonstration earlier this month. 

For well over a decade, the city of Hamil¬ 
ton has banned sledding on its city property 
— yet in 2013 it paid out a $900,000 tobog- 
ganing-related settlement after a Hamil¬ 
ton lawyer broke his spine sledding in 2004 
where No Tobogganing signs were posted. 

A handful of American cities have also 
banned or limited tobogganing to protect 
themselves from lawsuits. 

Welland’s mayor suggested widespread 
bans are perhaps an "overreaction." 

Coasting down a hill on a Krazy Karpet is 
part of the Canadian fabric, he noted. And 
if you don't do it on city property, where 
would you do it? he asked. 

"Who has a big hill in their backyard?" 

He has no intention of seeking to ban the 
wintertime fun at Welland parks. 

"In all my years here (on city council), on 
and off since 1991, it's never come up." 

Port Colbome chief administrative officer 
Bob Heil said to his recollection his city has 
never considered any type of bans on it 

"People have to take responsibility for 
their own actions," he said. 

Sadly, "people are becoming sue-crazy" 
and looking to collect payment for their inju¬ 
ries, he said. 

While municipalities may play only 
miniscule roles in someone being injured, 
they have deep pockets and insurance and 
typically for those reasons end up paying 
the biggest costs awarded by the courts, Heil 


He dreads the day a municipal insurer 
refuses to provide coverage for toboggan¬ 
ing accidents unless kids are covered head 
to toe in protective equipment 

The long, broad hill at H.H. Knoll 
Lakeview Park is a "prime tobogganing area" 

— and it's also popular for children to roll 
down in the summertime. 

Dave Augustyn noted Pelham has a 
"tobogganing run" at Marlene Stewart Streit 
ParkinFonthill. 

"It's a fun thing to do, but I encourage 
people to be safe when they go about it" the 
town's mayor said. 

Augustyn knows first-hand what can go 
wrong when "tobogganing improperly." 

concussion and spent the night in hospi¬ 
tal after a mishap on hills near the Welland 
Canal in Thorold. 

There had been concern in 2004 about 
tobogganing on St. Lawrence Seaway 
Management Corp. property off Glendale 
Ave., but sledders rejoiced when the sea¬ 
way authority clarified that while it didn't 
encourage it it also had no intention of ban- 

Its concern was about related parking 
problems. 

Luckily for sledders, there have been no 
rumblings among any local municipalities 
looking into a ban. 

Even the premier said this is one area in 
which the Ontario government won't be lay¬ 
ing down the law. 

“The only thing that makes winter bear¬ 
able is that you can play in it," Kathleen 
Wynne said last week. 

"If you couldn't slide on it or skate on it, 
winter would be pretty miserable," she said. 
"As with many activities, we have to apply 
common sense." 

In Toronto, 14 parks out of more than 
1,500 do have bans on tobogganing, but they 
are only put in place if conditions are unsafe 

— rocks, too many trees. 

Toronto Mayor John Tory laughed off any 
suggestion that tobogganing be banned out- 
right 

"People fall down on the street when 
they're just walking along," he said. "Are we 
going to ban walking down the street?"

WiFi users want videos, 
not status updates 

People using Pelham's free 
WiFi seem more interested 
in cat videos than following 
their friends. 

According to a report 
presented to town 
councillors, at 13%, Google 
video was the No. 1 reason 
why people in November 
and December accessed 
the municipality's Internet 
points at Peace Park in the 
town square of Fonthill and at 
Pelham Arena on HaistSt. 

A total 2,071 people 
accessed the town's WiFi 
hotspots during those two 
months. 

The report said 
miscellaneous web usage 
at 12.9% followed video 
searches as the main reason 
Pelham's WiFi is accessed, 
followed by miscellaneous 
secure web connections, at 
11 %.

Pelham water rates 
frozen - again 


Town councillors agreed there’s no 
need to soak them for any extra cash in 
2015. 

There is, however, a slight increase to 


According to a corporate services 
report, the town’s water and wastewater 
system demands have continued to be 
“very lean” over the past six years. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said by phone 
last Tuesday that water meter replace¬ 
ments, and the switch to radio-frequency 
monitoring, is a prime factor in being 
able to hold the line on rates. 

Infrastructure upgrades and continued 
audits within the system also keep costs 

Since he took office, Augustyn, now in 
his third term, said 50% of Pelham’s water 


infrastructure has been replaced, includ¬ 
ing old cast-iron mains prone to break¬ 
ing. There remains about 14 kilometres 
of pipe still needing replacement 

Niagara Region this year expects to bill 
the Town of Pelham for consumption of 
1.4 million cubic metres of water. 

Pelham recovers its water consump¬ 
tion with a 28.74% flat rate and a 71.26% 
volumetric rate — intended to reward 
people who conserve. 

The town's total water budget for 2015 
is $2,254,139 while its total wastewater 
budget is set at $1,668,244. 

For people who use Pelham's bulk 
water station, a 2% increase has been 
approved by town council, reflecting 
continued investment and maintenance 
in its operation. 

The town is expected to introduce its 
proposed 2015 capital works budget at 
councillors’ Ian. 26 meeting.
